ing careful to conduct themselves ns 
not to transgress the law.

ing fuel today, and around Scranton 
the operators show a disposition in 
one way or another to move things.

everything Is quiet, though the Read- 
ing company has three less mines at 
work today than were working yes- 
terday. 
Taking the entire coal field 


as a whole it may be said that fewer 
men are at work today than at any 
time since the strike began, and con- 
sequenyy less 'coal is being- pro- 
duced. 


From Hazelton comes the interest- 


ing report that Markle & Co. have 
granted some of the demands made 
by their men ten days ago, leaving 
to • arbitration, however, the main 
question of a reduction in the price 
charged to miners for powder. 


WILL JOIN STRIKERS. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 25.— -A non- 


union laborer employed in the Ly- 
kenk colliery wns pelted with stones 
by a small party of strikers this 
morning at Wiconsinco while on his 
•way to work. 


He defended himself with a re- 


volver and soon drove his assailants 
away without doing them any harm. 
This is the first disturbance that has 
occurred in the Lykens valley region 
since the strike was declared. 


A meeting1 of miners was called 


last night nt Tower City at which 
forty made application for -member- 
ship in the Mine Workers Union. 


The men are still at work in the 


colliery, but the indications are that 
they will join, the strikers at the 
close of 
the week. 
There is 110 


change in the situation at Williams- 
town, where 1,200 men and boys are 
at work. 


READING WORSE CRIPPLED. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 25.— Where 


thirty- four of the thirty-nine col- 
lieries operated by the Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal and Iron company 
wcro in operation a week ago, thir- 
teen were working today, three less 
than yesterday according to reports 
received at the office of President 
Harris, of the Reading company, to- 
day. 


West Shenandoah, which began 


operations yesterday morning after 
being shut down from Friday, was 
unable to resume today on account of 
being short-handed. 
Preston 
col- 


liery, just outside of Shenandoah, 
where the militia is centered, also 
failed to start up today. 
Wadsvillo 


colliery, near Pottsville, one of tbe 
largest operated by the Reading com- 
pany, did. not start up, because, ac- 
cording to the officials of the com- 
pany, a shaft had broken. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED. 


Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 25. — There 


is no change in the strike situation 
' here today. 
'All the mines in this 


immediate vicinity, with the excep- 
tion of the Cambridge colliery, a 
small individual operation, are idle. 
There appeared to be no disposition 
on the part of the mine employes to 
go to the collieries this morning and 
the demonstration made by the mi- 
Htia yesterday was not repeated.

MARCH OF THE STRIKERS. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 25. — About 1 


o'clock this morning 300 men gath- 
ered at Cranberry colliery of A. Par- 
dee & Co., and marched to Toin- 
hicken, nine miles west of here, for 
the purpose of endeavoring to pre- 
vent the men employed at that place 


there before daylight. 


No trouble has thus far resulted. 
The march was kept a secret and 


:hc first that was known of it was 
when squads of men from different 
parts of Hnzelton were seen going in 
.he direction of Cranberry near mid- 
night. 


jVCcAcloo, Jennesville, 
Audenried 


and several other towns were repre- 
sented in the crowd, these delega- 
,ions coming to this city on the last 
trolley car from the places men- 
Ion ed. 


As soon as the coal and iron police 


on duty at Cranberry colliery discov- 
ered the men 
congregating 
they 


quickly summoned Sheriff Harvey, 
who was spending the night at Jed- 
do. 
He, accompanied by a few dep- 


uties, all miners, reached Cranberry 
about 2 o'clock. 
The sheriff tried to 


nduce the men to disperse, but they 
nsisted on marching. 
He followed them to Humboldt, 
hree miles from the starting place, 
and then returned to summon a posse 
of 
thirty 
deputies. 
These were 


quickly gathered and left on a spe- 
cial train nnd arrived at Tomhicken 
after the marchers had reached there. 


On the way 
to Tomhickeu. the 


tvikers passed through Harwood and 
eft a squad" of men at that place to 
carry out the -work of getting the 
men to quit at the colliery located 
here. 
At Tomhicken the strikers 


broke up into four groups and sta- 
tioned themselves along the public 
•oad leading to the mine there. 


Men also watched the road to the 


mines at Deeringer & Gowen, one 
and a half miles distant. 


The sheriff and his thirty men did 


not interfere with the strikers so 
ong as they refrained from intimi- 
dating any one and did not trespass 
on company property. 
One unruly 


striker was arrested. 


Tomhicken, Deeringer and Gowen 


each have one slope and the coal 
from these three mines is prepared 


Deeringer, which is between the oth- 
er two places. 


The mines are owned by Coxe Bros. 


& Co. 
The men employed in these 


operations 'are .aot well organized, 
he union leaders adroit. 
All is quiet on the south side to- 


day. 
A few more men are reported 


out at Jeddo. 


Reports received at headquarters 


show that the strikers gained a con- 
siderable number of 
men on the 


north side. 


The marchers -were quite success- 


ful, the operators admit, in Intercept- 
ng the mine workers who came over 
the hills from Nuremburg and Wes- 
ton on the way to Tomhicken, Reer- 
inger and Gowen. 


The working forces at the two lat- 


ter places were badly crippled. 


The Tomhicken mine, however, was 


only slightly affected. 
-'No -actual clash occurred between 
the sheriff's posse and the strikers, 
but there was a war of words. 


Three other men wcro nrreitflcl, 


they, with the first man taken Int 
custody, being- charged with breac 
of the peace. 


After the strikers 
had finishe 


their work of getting men out a 
these three places they marched ove 
the hills, two by two, and about 10 
feet apart, in the direction of Wes 
ton.

^^^e. following letter was received 
by Mrs. Jennie Reaser, of 145 John 
t reet, from her brother, Joseph Tus- 
tison, formerly of this city, who is 
a yardmnster on one of the railroads 
running into Gnlveston, Texas, in 
which city he resides: 


"Gnlveston, Texas, Sept. 15, 1900. 


— Mrs. Jennie. Reaser, 145 John St., 
Fort Wayne, Ind.: Dear Bister and 
Family — I just received your letter 
nnd hasten to answer nnd relieve your 
anxiety. We ave all nlive niid well 
except myself. I have been una-ble 
to walk with rheumatism brought on 
by exposure during the storm and the 
day after. My legs and feet are ter- 
ribly swollen. We escaped by drag- 
ging ourselves across the street, 
clinging to n ropp, with the rwaters 
over our heads and the waves run- 
ning six and seven feet high. I took 
Leefa nnd the employ es of thebrewery 
took the children. (We took refuge in 
the brewery, which wns one of n very 
few buildings that stood. Seven or 
eight hundred others also took refuge 
there- nnd huddled and shivered on 
the coldvstono floor nil night. Borne 
•are there yet, having no plnce to go. 
Words cannot express nor mind can- 
not conceive the terrible ruin, and the 
number of lives lost -will never be 
known. 


"The city, nnd nil over the island 


and along the shore of the mainland, 
Is strewn with tne dend. They are 
burning the bodies, burying some and 
others are loaded like cordrwood on 
barges and are (hauled out to sea, 
where they are sunk. The number of
